If large 
armies were required to put down the re- 
bellion, money was no less required to 
meet tne immense expenses iucurred by 
war and maintain the public credit. Un- 
coubledly, Jay Ccolce, of Philadelphia, has 
rendered great and important service in 
supplying the means necessary to carry on 
He is an enterpri/.iug and suc- 
ld has always been one cl 
negotiators of the public 
The Secretary of War acted 
wisely in selecting Mr. Cooke as the gen- 
eral subcription Agent of the Government 
securities. 

When the 5.JU loan was authorized, it was 
before the public many months without at- 
tracting any attention, and the total sales 
by the Government were only about eigh- 
teeu millions. The war expenses were so 
vast that banks and bankers were no lon- 
ger able to supply money in auflicient 
.i mounts, and the Secretary of the Treasury 
v.i- compelled to adopt some plan for ap- 
jieahiig directly to the people to supply the 
means of sustaining the Government. The 
Secretary of the Treasury appointed Mr. 
Cooke subscription agent, and immediate! J 
the press and the telegraph were put in 
motion. A large sum was spent in adver- 
tising, the distribution of a variety of circu- 
lars and handbills, Ac, the employment of 
travelers, and in establishing sub-agencies 
throughout the loyal States. It has alwa\ s 
been Mr. Cooke's policy to have our loans 
taken at home, and he has never solicited 
subscriptions abroad, believing that our 
own people should have the advantage ol 
the interest. The result of Mr. Cooke's ef- 
loils tor the i.20's are weil known. Under 
his agency, dating about February 1, Um\ 
a: id dosing January &i, 18t>4, the loan was 
sold up to $514,780,500. 

About this time the National Banking 
> >si< m was established, and it was a part j 
of the plan that the National J tanks should 
be the financial agents of the Government. 
While publicly expressing the warmest 
gratitude to Mr. Cooke for his past great I 
and successful efforts, the Secretary of th<- 
Treasury determined to try the experiment ■ 
of placing the 10-40 loan through their 
agency. In four months but eighty mil- ' 
li<- us were sold. On July 25th, lb04, the first 
series :"•"'> was offered through the same 
channel, but, up to February 1st, 1805, a 
j<eriod of six months, the sales and pay- 
ments to soldiers amounted to only about 
one hundred and twenty millions. This 
rate of subscription not being sufficient to 
meet the public wants, it was determined 
:.i r. turn to the agency of Mr. Cooke, under 
whose management the sales begun to show 
an increase within the first week, and in 
iess than two weeks averaged two millions 
a day. 

1 uinng the first thirty days they reached 
one hundred millions — an average of about 
four millions for each working day. The 
first series was exhausted on the 30th of 
March, when the sale of the Second Series 
of three hundred millions was begun. This 
series was all sold on the loth of May. de- 
ductin. Sundays and holidays, in the won- 
derfully short space of thirty-six working 
days — making an average of eight and one- 
third millions per day. The sales of the 
Third Series then commenced, but, owing 
to the fact that the Treasurer was unable to 
deliver the notes, comparatively little effort 
was made to influence subscriptions until 
June 1st, when deliveries were advertised 
to begin.

The ?»tate Election Laws. 

[For the I niou I'reas.J 

To keep the peace and protect legal voters 
Gov. Bramlette and Gen. Palmer warn 
from the polls "all persona* disqualified 
from voting by the laws of the State of 
Kentucky." 

The late James Harlan, (noble sire of the 
recreant John M..) as Attorney General, 
compiled them and staled them as follows, 
with the approval of, then, Governor Rob- 
inson: 

These laws [still in force] do not exclude 
any loyal citizen from voting or holding of- 
fice; but they do exclude, and were intend- 
ed by the Legislature to exclude all traitors, 
and persons w/io have aided or abetted the 
rebellion in any way, or to any extent, from 
tne privileges of voting or holding effi.ee; also, 
from acting as officers of election in this 
Ntate. 

The act of March 15, 1862, settles the ques- 
tion, that persons w ho have engaged in, or 
who have aided or adhered to, counselled 
or advised others to aid the rebellion in the 
effort to separate Kentucky from the Union 
by force of arms, are not allowed to act as 
officers of the election, and shall not he 
deemed nor recognised as one of the politi- 
cal parties in this Commonwealth. 

By the Act of March 11, 1802, all persons 
who have aided in the rebellion are expa- 
triated, and have no right to vote, hold of- 
fice, or conduct elections; and such persons 
may be sworn whenever they offer to vote, 
as to whether they have aided the rebellion 
not. 

Persons who aid in attempting to break 
up or prevent elections from being held 
anywhere in this State will be fined from 
$50tof600, or imprisomd not more than one 
year. (See Revised Statutes, chap. 8 J, art. 
12, sec. 13.) 

Officers who fail to arrest such offenders 
will themselves be punished by fine not 
exceeding $200, and imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding two months. (See act of the Legis- 
lature, approved March 14, 1802 } 

Persons who may be sworn when they 
offer to vote, aud who may make false 
statements, wilfully, will be deemed guilty 
or perjury, and suffer the penalty prescribed 
for that offense, (See Revised Statutes, 
chap. 112, art. 12, sec. 14.) 

These State laws, as thus set forth by 
Hon. James Harlan, and executed by Gov. 
Robinson, are in full vigor to-day, and 
manifestly qnite as comprehensive, exclu- 
sive ajjd rigorous aa the corresponding and 
joint regulations of Gov. Bramlette and 
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Gen. N. H. Halstead, of East Newark, N.

The Florida Union says, that the afflicted 
father of Payne, the would-be murderer of 
Eta rotary Seward, has been making a visit 
to Jacksonville, in that State.

He resides on a plan- 
tation three miles from Live Oak Station, 
on the Pensacola and Georgia railroad. He 
lost one sou at the battle of Murfreesboro;

The afflicted father was a Baptist minister, 
as has been stated. We must necessarily 
pronounce just the terrible punishment to 
the son, but we cannot withhold our deepest 
sympathy for the heart-stricken parent, or 
esteem him less as a worthy man and citi- 
zen." 

A correspondent of the Providence Jour- 
nal asserts that it is a fact, as yet unofficial- 
ly announced, that Mr. Greeley "has 
ceased to control, or even to conduct, the 
New York Tribune." An official an- 
uounceinnt to this effect, will, it is said, be 
made in a few days. The correspondent 
making this statement expresses the opin- 
ion thai Mr. Greeley "has been crowded 
out," as the result of a plan which has been 
some time working.

After a state 
dinner the kings requested M. Aubaret to 
trhiisint thtir letters of thanks to his Ma- 
jesiy, accompanied by the insignia of the 
order of the White Elephant, a royal ring 
and scarf, also three diamond aud ruby 
bracelets to the Empress. 

The Asiatic cholera is making its way to 
the West, with even more rapidity than was 
anticipated.. Several cases have already 
incurred at Malta, aud a panic has com- 
menced in the neighboring island of Sicily, 
the inhabitants of which were, at the last 
accounts, daily expecting the arrival of the 
dread visitor. Thus the disease, which has 
heretofore kept south of the Mediterranean 
is now in the center ot that sea, and will 
soon be ragiug on its northern shores. 
Meanwhile it is not likely that the author- 
ities of any American city will take steps 
to mitigate the severity of the pestilence 
until it is close upon us, when all steps will 
be in vain.

We imagine that the Mississippi State 
Convention, which is shortly to assemble, 
will be peculiarly coniplexioned politically. 

The Vicksburg Herald seems to entertain 
serious misgivings conceruiug the action of 
the convention. On the 2lst the Herald 
contained the following: 

"Thk Views of Delegates to the 
State Convention.— If the delegates elect- 
ed to the State Convention go there with 
the views expressed by the Hinds county 
candidates, as stated in public cards, there 
is no hope ot Mississippi being relieved of 
military rule. The people had as well 
make up their minds to stand It a while 
longer. We take it that President Johnson 
and the United States Congress do not de- 
sign re-establishing the "Confederate 
States," and hence come to the conclusion 
that uutil Mississippi is ready to become a 
cordial member of the Union, recognizing 
the equality of the citizens of other States, 
there is no hope of her being admitted into 
the equality of the Uuion." 

What the "views" are to which the Her- 
ald refers, may be inferred from the follow- 
ing extract from the card of one of the can- 
didates. He is discussing the question of 
the illegality of the call for a convention: 
"In considering the question it is necessary 
to keep in view the fact that the 8tate and 
the people are now under the control of 
military authority. It is true that there ia 
a quasi civil government, under the admin- 
istration of a gentleman every way accepta- 
ble to the people, but *fi Ht government is 
unknown to the constitution and laws ot 
the State, is appointed by and represents 
the purposes and will of the Federal power, 
and is therefore inconsistent with and re- 
pugnant to every principle of constitution- 
al liberty as understood and heretofore 
practiced in this country. 

"The idea which I wish to~ onvey is, that 
by the disastrous result of the struggle 
which has just terminated, we remain this 
day without the power of enforcing one sin- 
gle one ofthe inalienable rights which we 
have inherited from our ancestors, an i 
which belong to us as members of the Fed- 
eral Government, are recognized and se- 
cured in its constitution. What is more, we 
shall remain in this condition, without any 
hope or relief, until a convention of our 
people shall so amend the present constitu- 
tion of the State as to make it acceptable t > 
i he central power. Upon doing this, and 
not before, we are told we may resume our 
place in the Union, and thus regain such 
of our rights as members thereof as hav e 
uot beeu lost in the storm of civil war."

States, t95,8t*>,677,75. This calculation 
makes the South responsible for over four 
hundreds and sixty millions of debt. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has decided that, where a person keeps a 
horse, the use of which is necessary to the 
prosecution of his business, the expense of 
keeping the horse, including feed, etc., 
may be deducted from his income. When 
the horse is used partly for a business-pro- 
ducing income, aud partly for pleasure, so 
much ofthe expense for keeping him as is 
clearly referable to productive labor may 
be deducted.

The Democrat is delighted with General 
Cox's letter, some mention of which we 
made h day or two sint*e. The Democrat 
chuckles over it because it reveals the 
toughness and formidable proportions of 
the negro problem. The editor expresses 
his unqualified skepticism as to the feast 
bility of the General s plan, and according 
I v he rejoices exceedingly in the conviction 
that the difficulties which this plan is in- 
tended to meet are insuperable. There is 
no possibility of the two races living to 
gather, except the weaker be enslaved, and 
the separation of them is impracticable 
But then again this patriotic philanthropist 
lacks the manliness to pronounce for the 
alternative, the final and only remedy, 
namely, the re-enslavement ot the negro, 
And -o be is cheered, and stimulated into 
an unusually long dissertation on the re- 
freshing and elegant dead-lock into which 
social affairs in the South have been 
brought. Hear the old humbug talk: 

Need not ask us; what will you do about 
it? There was a settled system, bv which 
the white man and the negro lived in peace. 
The white man was satisfied, and the negro 
was benefitted, more than he ever was un- 
der any system that has ever lieen tried. 
Under this system the white man South has 
done more for the negro than all the while 
men the world beside have done for him 
He has given him more instruction, fur- 
nished him with more of the comforts and 
enjoyments of life than the negro ever en- 
joyed anywhere else. The saints, however, 
Uave resolved that this system hhall be de- 
stroyed, for the sake of justice and hu 
manity and other good things. But here 
comets the difficulty that Geueral Cox sees, 
and for which he suggests an utterly im 
practicable remedy.

The Antl Slavery Element la Arkansas. 

A correspondent writing to the Chicago 
Tribune from Little Rock, Ark., under date 
of July 19th, says; 

In your widely circulating paper, of the 
12th inst., in referring to the condition of 
the Southern States, the broad assertion is 
made "that in all the State* now being re- 
constructed, not five hundred white votes 
could be cast against the restoration of 
slavery were such a policy submitted to 
that tribunal." 

As a citizen of free Arkansas I wish to 
protest, in her behalf, against this accusa- 
tion, it, in its sweep, she is included in the 
category of those "being reconstructed," 
which, perhaps, was not intended. 

Gov. Murphy, her present Anti-Slavery 
Executive, was elected in March, 1864, when 
the rebel hordes had control of two-thirds 
of the Stale, by 12,000 anti-slavery anti- 
rebel votes. President Lincoln's proclama- 
tion required but "one-tenth"— 5,000 votes 
— to secure admission under his plan. 

It is well known that many more, of the 
same sert, would have been added to these 
loyal 12,000, if the people had dared to drraa 
they desired; and many more would be add- 
ed against the "restoration of slavery" in 

Ii is doubtless true, lamentably so, that 
your statement applies to most of the South- 
ern States: but it is submitted your state- 
ment does not apply to Arkansas. The west- 
ern, and especially the northwestern part of 
the State, is overwhelmingly loyal, and 
through interest and inclination opposed to 
the system of slavery. 

Nearly all the loyal regiments, and the 
many who were driven from the State by 
the rebels, and enlisted in the service of the 
Union from other States, came from that 
portion of Arkansas.

Twelfth Kentucky Cavalry. 

This reKiment has jus,t arrived from 
Nashville to this city, to be mustered out of 
service. Its duties have l>een active aud 
well performed for three years. Its first 
duty was to guard the State border from 
invasion and suppress guerrillas. It par- 
ticipated in the pursuit and capture of John 
Morgan, traveling fifteen hundred miles to 
accomplish it. It took an active part in 
the K;ist Tennessee campaign, enduring the 
losses and hardships of the siege of Kn<>\- 
vllle. It moved on the left of Sherman's 
army, under Stoneman, in the Georgia 
campaign, until the fall of Atlanta. It 
performed an important part in the de- 
struction of the Salt Works last winter, by 
going beyond the rebel lines and cutting 
their communications with Lynchburg, 
and coming out with safety. It accom- 
panied Stoneman on his North Carolina 
raid in Johnston's rear, cutting off his sup- 
plies and means of retreat. 

In most of these movements it has bem 
commanded by Maj. J. B. Harrison, who 
has the entire confidence of his men and 
otficets. The regiment commenced its ca- 
reer with about 1,200 men, not more than 
250 of whom remain. It has been consoli- 
dated with a battalion of the 16th and one 
battalion ol the 11th Ky. Cavalry regiments, 
so that its present number is about 800 
men. 

They have tried to honor themselves and 
country in the field, and now return to 
honor both at home. Having resisted 
rebels successfully with the cartridge box, 
they now propose to doso at the ballot box.

New York, August 4.— Tbe Post pub- 
lishes the following affidavit made by Peter 
J, Smith : I was Corporal In co. I, 6th 
Connecticut Volunteers; was captured in 
front of Petersburg, July is. Wij, and wa» 
taken to Libby prison, then to Belle Island, 
and then to Gordousville, September 5th, 
1st;::: while there the rations were served 
out by Major Allen, of the 2d Virginia cav- 
alry. Allen would sometimes go to the 
United State* men and ask If they would 
take the oath of allegiance to the Confeder- 
acy, and upon their declining would say 
"don't give them a dam mouthful to eat 
to-day." At one time he took eight of us,

New York, Aug. 4.— The Herald's spe- 
cial from Washington says among the latest 
reports from the Southern agency of the 
Freedmen's Bureau is that of the Commis- 
sioner at Selma, Ala. The writer describes 
the situation in Alabama as somewhat un- 
promising from anything more than pro- 
ductions ot crops necessary for home con- 
sumption, aud says the country has been in 
Ihe trail of so many raids during the war 
that plantations are exceedingly destitute 
of stock or implements. 

The Commissioner refuses to authorize 
any contract with the negroes that does not 
call for proper compensation, and has pos- 
itive assurance that the planter propc-siug 
employment has nothing to pay it with, ami 
it is obvious the negroes w ill do well it they 
are insured support for one year. He also 
remarks, that making all allowances for 
the captiousness of tiieir formers masters. 

It is a fact that as yet the labor of negroes 
is not what it should be. It is character- 
ized as a fitful aud deticent rule of terror to 
a great part of the negroes, who have not 
come under sufficient power of motive to 
supply its place. They are desirous of 
having matters In their own hands, and in 
their owu way; nor do they have any ade- 
quate apprehension of the binding nature 
of their contracts, aud are continually 
leaving most advantageous positions. 

Planters in the vicinity are represented to 
have taken a temperate view of the situa- 
tion, and are disposed to fall in with the 
new organization.

Such 
articles as could not be carried away were 
destroyed and scattered over the prairie, on 
the alleged grouuds that it was the property 
ot speculators, who had been robbing the 
'•ountry during the past lour years. 

A cotton train going towards the Mexi- 
can frontier was taken possession of for the 
benefit of the captors. 

The correspoudeut reports the statement 
hitherto made that Kirby Smith and M;i- 
gruder have not made auy money from the 
speculations. 

Our Army iu Texas. 

Nkw York, Aug. 4.— The Tribune's c< 
respondent at Indianola says since June 1st 
a cordon of troops, mostly colored, occupv 
the coast of Texas, from Sabine to the Hio 
Grande. The ^oth army corps are here, and 
these are joined by the l.ith and 40th aru 
corps, white troops, the latter occupying 
p uts of the Slate more or less removed 
Irom the gulf coast. 

For 10 days }.;tst the 4th corps has been 
landing at this point, aud passiag inward 
as MaE hs means of transportation permit 
t «l. Troops of the 4th corps pass up to the 
Interior, with headquarters at Sonatioria 
aud below, and will perhap4 occupy all that 
part of Texas north aud east of that point, 
and string westward until thev conned 
with those of the 13th oorps lying near the 
upper Rio Grand. 

It is evident there will be considerable 
tronble In establishing order throughout 
fexas. Things are yet comparatively quiK 
for radical changes in the social statues 
made by the rebellion.

W'amhmitos, AuruisT 3.— Brl^.-General 
Dodd who hail charge ot the assassins, re- 
ports that on the trip, Dr. Mudd acknowl- 
edged to Gen. Dodd and others that he 
knew Booth when he MBM to his house 
with Harrold on the morning after the as- 
sination but was alraid to tell «>f his bavin* 
been there, fearing the life of himself and 
faunlv would be endangered thereby. He 
km-w Booth would never be taken alive; he 
acknowledged that he had been ac- 
with Booth for some time, and 
he was with Booth at the National Ho- 
tel on ibe evening referred to by Weicb- 
man; that he met Booth in the street, and 
Booth said he wanted him to introduce him 
to John Surratt and VWiohniau, and re- 
turned to Booth's room at the National, 
where he and John Surratt had some con- 
versation ot a private character." He said 
th.it the Military Commission, in his case, 
had done their "dutv, and as far as they 
were concerned, the sentence in his case was 
just, but that some of the witnesses had 
sworn falsely and maliciously. 

O'Laugtalin acknowledged that the court 
had done its duty, but insisted that he whs 
only implicated in the plot to capture the 
1'reVideut. Arnold also said he was a party 
to the plot to capture the President only, 
and thst he believed the assassination was 
gotten up by Booth only a few hours before 
the executing ol it. Spangler insisted he 
had nothing to do with any plot and that 
his expression was that he would help 
Booth all he could, was in reference to sell- 
in* his horse. 

The Central Pacific railroad land grant 
is now under examination at the General

The President has not as yet granted many 
pardons, and during the past month the 
number granted to late rebels does not 
amount to fifty.

A large 
assemblage gathered at that point, where 
Graflulis' Ttli retrimeut band serenaded the 
distinguished Mexican, who was accom- 
panied by two members of his staff, and 
surrounded l»v a large number of Ameri- 
cans and Mexican citizens. Speeches and 
toasts were mingled with other festivities, 
and the ■ .-caMon was replete with interest 
and enthusiam. 

The following extract from a letter, writ- 
ten by Major General Phil. Sheridan, was 
rWH .ive<l there: "There is no use to beat 
around the bush in this Mexican matter. 
We should give a permanent government 
to that Republic. Our work in crushing 
the rebellion will not bedoue until this takes 
place. The advent of Maximilian was a 
p otion of the rebellion, and his fall should 
belong to its history. Most of the Mexican 
soldiers ot Maximilian's army would throw 
down their arms the moment we crossed 
the Rio Grande. The French influence has 
governed by sheer impudence." 

Tins lett'-r lroin Ueueral Sheridan was 
greeted by all present with enthusiastic ex- 
pressions of pleasure and delight. 

New York, Aug. 4. — The Herald's spe- 
cial from Washington, dated the .'id, says 
the President's health is still bad, and that 
he contemplates a trip to Cape May. 

The Secretary of the Treasury lias deci- 
ded thai all bonds, treasury notes, and 
other obligations ot the I "nite-d .states are 
exempt from taxation under state or mu- 
nicipal authority. 

A special to the Tribune from Washing- 
ton, dated the 3d, says that, notwithstand- 
ing the various stories set afloat in regard 
to the ill treatment of Jeff Davis, it is but 
just to the authorities to stale positively 
tbat he is treated with the consideration 
due a noted prisoner ot State by the com- 
mandant at Fortress Monroe. No officer 
has been or is stationed in bis cell. He U 
allowed to take frequent walks upon the 
ramparts, and is permitted to choose h; - 
own food.' The stories that his cell is guard- 
ed by a score or more of bayonets, that in 
his promenades be is attended by a battal- 
ion of soldiers, and that his diet is limited 
to army rations are as ridiculous as untrue. 
The treatment of Jeff Davis is Christian- 
like and humane, and just such as a gener- 
ous and dignified Government can well af- 
ford to beatow upon one who is no longer 
its enemv but its prisoner.

The River was at a stand yesterday with 
live t'eet eight inches water in the canal, by 
the mark in the evening. During the pre- 
vious twenty-four hours the channel depth 
had not varied an inch. The weather was 
very warm at noon, the thermoneter rang- 
ing as high as ninety in the shade, followed 
by one or two light showers of rain, which 
made the atmosphere eight or nine degrees 
cooler. 

On the falls last evening there were three 
feet eight inches water down the Indian 
chute, in the pass, and the river slowly 
swelling. 

At Cincinnati at noon yesterday, the 
river had risen eight inches in the previous 
twenty-four hours, caused by the continued 
rains, and we may look for a rise here to- 
day. 

An intelligent observer, a gardner of thir- 
ty years experience in this vicinity, says 
that more rain, or more rains, has fallen in 
July, and up to the present writing in Au- 
gust, this year,lban ever before. In former 
times it was very difficult to get favorable 
weather in July for transplanting vegeta- 
bles, especially the cabages, but this year 
they could have have been safely planted 
almost any day in the mouth, the requisite 
for success being a cloud v,or rainy day. We 
had rain on the 1st of July, but from the 4th 
to the 8th, the hot t rtu, there was no tain, 
but on the night of the 8th, it rained in tor- 
rents, and hardly twenty-four hours have 
passed since without a slight sprinkle, or a 
heavy rain. 

The Government officials had orders for 
the transportation of an army of mules and 
wagons to St. Louis, and three or four boats 
were detailed for the transportation, in- 
cluding the Anglo Saxon, Melnotte, and 
Tyrone. The order, however, has, we 
learn, been countermanded for tbe present. 

The Cumberland river is very low, and 
no boats are now plying to Nashville from 
this quarter. 

The Tennessee river was falling at the 
last dates with only two fet.t water on Col- 
bert shoals, scant four feet at Bear creek, 
and four feet M Big Bend shoals, just be- 
low Eastport.
